I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decemhor,  195^* 

For  yet  one  more  year  the  melancholy  fact  that 
there  has  been  a,  decline  in  population  by  the  mid  year 
estimate,  this  time  a fall  of  eighty. 

It  is  heartening  to  record  an  increase  of  3^  in 
the  number  of  live  births,  but  to  offset  this  there 
WD.3  an  increase  of  22  in  the  number  of  deaths,  which 
still  outstrip  the  number  of  births. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
account  for  nearly  half  the  total  deaths,  a fact  which 
reflects  the  ageing  character  of  the  population. 

There  were  five  fewer  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 
but  an  increase  of  I3  occurred  in  the  number  of  cancer 
deaths. 


"Other  respiratory  diseases'*,  (the  majority 
Industrial)  numbered  8. 

There  was  a welcome  fall  of  I3  in  the  number  of 
new  notifications,  vrhich  were  concentrated,  as  ¥/ere 
the  deaths,  in  the  higher  age  groups. 

There  was  a continuation  of  the  previous  year’s 
epidemic  of  measles  during  1956.  No  cases  of  food 
poisoning  ?7ere  notified. 

An  outbreak  of  Dysentery  took  place  in  a Children’s 
Home  in  the  district,  but  v/as  Y/ell  localised. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  efforts  at  slum 
clearance  and  rehousing  by  purchase  and  improvement  of 
properties. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Parry  and  the  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.
